for homestead settlement in the year 
ended June 30,.'1879, was a trifle over 
5,000,000 acres, or an area u little great- 
er than that of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, and considerably larger than that 
of Nfw Jersoy. The average number 
of aci«j taken by each homestead settler, 
as showu by the entries of the last ten 
years, is 120. Unsettle.! public lauds in 
the United States, therefore), received a 
population of at least 50,000 during th« 
last twelve months under the operation 
of the Homestead law alone. The real 
accession probably far exceeds 100,000 
persons. 


From an unpublished statement made 


by the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, it is claimed that the whole 
number of homestead settlers from the 
time tho Homestead law wont into op- 
eration to June 30,1878, a period of six- 
teen years, 331,813.
